The publication is a computer game and an expansion to an original game entided SWAT4 
(OFLC Ref: 500374) classified "objectionable except if the availability of the publication is 
restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 years", with the descriptive note "Contains 
violence" on the 30 March 2005. The game was given this classification because of its treatment of 
violence, and the effect this may have on young and impressionable persons. 

This expansion game is essentially the same as the original game, except that it offers new stage 
environments. The player is in control of a police special weapons and tactics team (SWAT) 
responsible for bringing to justice various criminals. Each stage is mission-based, requiring the 
player to search out their targets and complete various objectives along the way. During this 
progress the player is required to shoot and kill a variety of criminal thugs. The gaming format and 
play is the same as the original, therefore likely to cause the same level of injury. The game is given 
the same classification as the original in order to remedy the injury it poses identified in the 
classification decision for the original publication. 
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
